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Drama

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The  Admirable  Crichton 

The  Admirable  Crichton,  presented  by  the  Drama  Club  and  directed  by  Arlene  Leon- 
hardt,  was  a  fine  and  praise-worthy  production.  The  three-act  play  delved  into  the  class 
system  that  ultimately  arises  in  any  situation.  Crichton  (Dana  Marshall),  the  admirable 
butler  to  Lord  Loam  (Jim  Parker),  handles  adverse  situations  courageously.  The  Lord's 
daughters  (Jane  Williamson,  Kate  Meal,  and  Beth  Sadler),  are  frivolous,  envious  and 
bored  as  a  result  of  their  stifling  lifestyle.  After  a  terrible  storm  the  family,  Ernest,  a 
nephew,  (Bob  Shomphe),  a  servant  (Sue  MacDonald),  the  Reverend  Treherne  (John  Gar- 
vey)  and  Crichton  are  shipwrecked  on  an  uncharted  island.  Returning  to  civilization  a 
few  years  later,  the  group  has  trouble  readjusting  to  their  previous  rigid  behavior.  In  the 
last  scene.  Lady  Brocklehurst  cross-examines  the  survivors  on  behalf  of  her  son,  (Joe  Bai- 
ley), until  she  is  satisfied  that  no  hanky  panky  occurred  on  the  island.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  imaginative  sound  effects  which  included  a  trumpet  fanfare  and  a 
roaring  surf.  The  stage  crew  should  be  congratulated  on  their  fantastic  drawing  room 
and  island  sets  as  well  as  the  colorful  costumes.

The  theme  of  the  1975  Winter  Week  Class  Plays  was  "life,"  and  different 
aspects  of  it.
